Early week regional egg prices were slightly
lower on all sizes. The trade sentiment was fully steady to firm. Retail and distributive demand was light to good, best where features

were in progress or planned. Supplies were adequate to instances tight for current needs.

Breaking stock prices were unchanged

throughout the week. Offerings were sufficient to short and demand was mostly light as the majority of breakers work from regular
commitments and company owned production. In the north central region spent hen removal costs remained unchanged with mostly
levels narrowing. Demand was light to moderate with offerings light to ample. The trade sentiment was steady. North central spent hen

removal costs continued to be 0-9 cents mostly 3-5 cents per head.
